An cien t Habits Still En d ure Amon g 
Natives of Rural Rouman ia. 
Customs an d habits d irectly trace­ 
able back to the en d of the ston e age 
are still observed by the in habitan ts 
of the remoter parts of rural Ron ma­ 
n ia, says Dr. Hud ! Fischer of Bucha­ 
rest in the Umscbau. 
The latest .sta­ 
tistics show that there are still in ilou- 
man ia over 54,000 cave d wellin gs in 
ex isten ce, in which a quarter of a mil­ 
lion peasan t folk live. 
These caves 
are almost as primitive In their ar­ 
ran gemen ts as the origin al cave d well­ 
in gs of the ston e age. 
As recen tly as in Hie eighties millet, 
the old est In d o-Gertn an ic grain , was 
still crushed in Rouman ia by mean s 
of han d mills an d stored in peculiarly 
shaped gran aries similar to those used 
by the n atives of cen tral Africa.

d ay the Rouman ian peasan ts still use 
an cien t plows.

n amed coliba Is partaken of con sist­ 
in g of soaked an d boiled corn the ex ­ 
act way corn was first prepared an d 
eaten by the tribes of Europe.

Rouman ian peasan t, an d his vegeta­ 
bles are wild herbs boiled with oil

Med ical men in rural 
Rouman ia are still kn own amon g the 
peasan try as wizard s.
